Turkish weavers visit Academy 


Two carpet weavers from the Tur- 
kish village of Ayvacik will be 
visiting the Academy for one week 
in November. Munire Avseren and 
Hatice Erkol will set up large, 
rough-hewn looms in Wattis Hall 
and provide public demonstta- 
tions of rug weaving daily from 10 
am to 5 pm, from November 9-15. 
The demonstrations are augment- 
ed with displays of traditional car- 
pets, photographs and an educa- 
tional video. An interpreter will be 
on hand for visitors’ questions. 

Their visit to the Bay Area is 
sponsored by Return to Tradition, 
a San Francisco-based organization 
that helps support a weavers’ 
cooperative market in Anatolia. 
The project, called DOBAG, was 
established in 1981 to revive and 
preserve traditional methods of 
carpet production and to maintain 
the original designs. 

About forty villages in remote 
areas Of western Turkey rely on 
the central cooperative for eco- 
nomic survival. For these once- 
nomadic people, making carpets is 
a cottage industry and family 
endeavor. Men raise the sheep and 
shear the wool; women card, 
handspin, dye and weave the 
wool. The skills and designs are 
handed down from mother to 
daughter.

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Lecture 
Discovery and Exploration of a 
Deep-Sea Shipwreck 


In 1857, the S.S. Central America 
successfully completed 43 round- 
trip passages on the Atlantic gold 
route between New York and 
Panama. In mid-September, after 
fighting a powerful hurricane, it 
sank in the area of the Atlantic 
known as the Sargasso Sea, or 
more ominously, the “Bermuda 
Triangle.’ The lives of 425 were 
lost and the ship sank holding 
several tons of gold cargo. 

In 1988, after years of meti- 
culous historical research and 
laborious Oceanographic surveys, 
the Central America was located 
at a depth of nearly 8000 feet. 

An unmanned submersible, Nemo, 
was specifically designed and con- 
structed by the study team for the 
exploration and recovery phases 
of the project. This 6-ton undersea 
vessel was equipped with video

and stereo cameras and robotic 
arms. The exploration of the 
wreck site and its environs has 
yielded a wealth of invaluable 
information on the marine life, 
geochemistry and sediment geology 
of this deep sea area. 

Dr. Charles E. Herdendorf, 
Science Coordinator of the S.S. 
Central America Project and 
Professor Emeritus of The Ohio 
State University, will discuss the 
Project’s findings, highlighting the 
substantial contributions their 
scientific staff has made to the 
understanding of deep sea biology 
and geology as well as archaeolog- 
ical discoveries.
